Note 1: GENERAL AND SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES

General

Blakeslee & Blakeslee, Inc. (the "Company") was incorporated in the State of California on
January 30, 1984. The Company is a registered broker-dealer in securities under the Securities and
Exchange Act of 1934, a member of the Financial Industry Regulatory Authority (“FINRA”), and
the Securities Investor Protection Corporation (“SIPC”).

The Company is engaged in business as a securities broker-dealer, that provides several classes of
services, including mutual fund sales, and secondarily variable and fixed annuities.

The Company transacts business with its clients in primarily San Luis Obispo and Santa Barbara
counties.

Under its membership agreement with FINRA and pursuant to Rule 15¢3-3(k)(2)(ii), the Company
conducts business on a fully disclosed basis and does not execute or clear securities transactions for
customers. Accordingly, the Company is exempt from the requirement of Rule 15¢3-3 under the
Securities Exchange Act of 1934 pertaining to the possession or control of customer assets and
reserve requirements.

Summary of Significant Accounting Policies

The presentation of financial statements in conformity with accounting principles generally
accepted in the United States of America requires management to make estimates and assumptions
that affect the reported amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and
liabilities at the date of the financial statements and the reported amounts of revenue and expenses
during the reporting period. Actual results could differ from those estimates.

For purposes relating to the statement of cash flows, the Company has defined cash equivalents as
highly liquid investments, with original maturities of less than three months, that are not held for
sale in the ordinary course of business.

Commissions receivable are stated at face amount with no allowance for doubtful accounts. An
allowance for doubtful accounts is not considered necessary because probable uncollectible
accounts are immaterial.

Securities transactions are recorded on a trade date basis with related commission income and
expenses also recorded on a trade date basis.

Property and equipment are stated at cost. Repairs and maintenance to these assets are charged to
expense as incurred; major improvements enhancing the function and/or useful life are capitalized.
When items are sold or retired, the related cost and accumulated depreciation are removed from the
accounts and any gains or losses arising from such transactions are recognized.

The Company accounts for its income taxes in accordance with FASB ASC 740, Income Taxes.
This standard requires the establishment of a deferred tax asset or liability to recognize the future
tax effects of transactions that have not been recognized for tax purposes, including taxable and
deductible temporary differences as well as net operating loss and tax credit carryforwards.
Deferred tax expenses or benefits are recognized as a result of changes in the tax basis of an asset
or liability when measured against its reported amount in the financial statements.

Current income taxes are provided for estimated taxes payable or refundable based on tax returns.
Deferred income taxes are recognized for the estimated future tax effects attributable to temporary
differences in the basis of assets and liabilities for financial and tax reporting purposes.
Measurement of current and deferred tax assets and liabilities is based on provisions of enacted
federal and state tax laws.

The Company has evaluated events subsequent to the balance sheet date for items requiring
recording or disclosure in the financial statements. The evaluation was performed through
February 12, 2013, which is the date the financial statements were available to be issued. Based
upon this review, the Company has determined that there were no events which took place that
would have a material impact on its financial statements.

Note 4: RETIREMENT PLAN

The Company maintains a SIMPLE IRA Plan (the "Plan") covering all of its eligible employees.
The Plan is discretionary and continuance of the plan is at the sole election of the Company. Under
the terms of the plan, all employees, 21 years of age or older, are eligible to participate in the Plan.
The Company recorded a $11,467 contribution to this plan, which is included in employee
compensation and benefits on the income statement.

Note 5: CONCENTRATIONS OF CREDIT RISK

The Company is engaged in various trading and brokerage activities in which counter-parties
primarily include broker-dealers, banks, and other financial institutions. In the event counter-
parties do not fulfill their obligations, the Company may be exposed to risk. The risk of default
depends on the_ creditworthiness of the counter-party or issuer of the instrument. It is the
Company’s policy to review, as necessary, the credit standing of each counter-party.

Note 6: COMMITMENTS AND CONTINGENCIES

Commitments

In April of 2009, the Company entered into a lease agreement for office space under a non-
cancelable lease which commenced June 21, 2009 and expires June 20, 2014. The lease contains
provisions for rent escalation based on increases in certain costs incurred by the lessor.

The Company maintains several bank accounts at financial institutions. These accounts are insured
either by the Federal Deposit Insurance Commission (“FDIC”), up to $250,000, or the Securities
Investor Protection Corporation (“SIPC”), up to $500,000. At times during the year ended
December 31, 2012, cash balances held in financial institutions were in excess of the FDIC and
SIPC’s insured limits. The Company has not experienced any losses in such accounts and
management believes that it has placed its cash on deposit with financial institutions which are
financially stable.

Note 72 RECENTLY ISSUED ACCOUNTING STANDARDS

In June of 2009, the Financial Accounting Standards Board (the “FASB”) implemented a major
restructuring of U.S. accounting and reporting standards. This restructuring established the
Accounting Standards Codification (“Codification” or “ASC”) as the source of authoritative
accounting principles (“GAAP”) recognized by the FASB.

Note 8: NET CAPITAL REQUIREMENTS

The Company is subject to the Securities and Exchange Commission Uniform Net Capital Rule
(SEC rule 15¢3-1), which requires the maintenance of minimum net capital and requires that the
ratio of aggregate indebtedness to net capital, both as defined, shall not exceed 15 to 1. Rule 15¢3-
1 also provides that equity capital may not be withdrawn or cash dividends paid if the resulting net
capital ratio would exceed 10 to 1. Net capital and aggregate indebtedness change day to day, but
on December 31, 2012, the Company had net capital of $212,534 which was $207,534 in excess of
its required net capital of $5,000; and the Company's ratio of aggregate indebtedness ($61,946) to
net capital was 0.29 to 1, which is less than the 15 to 1 maximum allowed.
